Grants Will Be Available 


County Eases Way For 
Seed Cleaning Plants 


Success of 'the Blackie Seed 
Cleaning Plant and the growing 
need for seed cleaning services for 
the farmers of the County of Vul¬ 
can have Jed to the introduction of 
a by-law by the Council of the 
County of Vulcan to authorize the 
expenditure of certain funds for 
the purpose of contributing to Seed 
Cleaning Associations situated 
wholly or partially within the 
County. 

Public notice of the introduction 
of the by-luw is given elsewhere in 
this issue of the Advocate. 

This action has been taken by 
tlie Council not only in recognition 
of the need for seed cleaning plants 
within the County, but in order 
that Seed Cleaning Associations 
will know in advance that grants 
for the construction and equipping 
of plants are available from the 
County as w’ell as from the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

Under this plan, farmers in any 
part of the County can now band 
together to form a seed cleaning 
association and, upon meeting the 
terms and conditions laid down by 
the Minister of Agriculture, can 
secure Provincial Government and 
County grants towards the con¬ 
struction and equipping of a seed 
cleaning plant. This gives all areas 
in the County an equal opportunity 
to secure a seed cleaning plant to 
serve the farmers of that area, but 
it will depend upon the farmers 
themselves to organize and pro¬ 
mote seed cleaning associations for 
this purpose. „ , 

County grants will be on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis with grants 
made by the provincial govern- 
fnent, with the maximum in each 
case being $15,000. 

The plan proposed by the County 
Council favors no one part of the 
County — it is entirely up to the 
farmers themselves to organize 
and promote a seed cleaning as¬ 
sociation if they desire the esta¬ 
blishment of a plant in their par¬ 
ticular areaij

Crops Looking Good 
After Weekend Rain 


Much-needed rain fell last week 
over most of Alberta, with precipi¬ 
tation in Ihe County of Vulcan 
area ranging from one-half inch 
up to two inches. Rain fell inter¬ 
mittently during the entire week¬ 
end and crops, which were starting 
to show the effects of a long dry 
spell, are now making good pro¬ 
gress. 

In a strip ranging from east of 
the Corner Store, through parts 
of the Berrywater and Reid Hill 
district and the districts east of 
Champion and Carmangay, the 
season’s first hailstorm Wednesday 
evening did considerable damage. 
Growing crops received damage 
ranging from light to heavy, but 
the season is early and most are 
expected to make a good recovery. 
To what degree the flax crops 
which were hailed will recover is 
unknown as yet and some re¬ 
seeding is renorted. 

The early but violent hail storm 
pounded out windows in many 
farm homes in its path and the 
strong wind blew off part of one 
farmhouse roof, east of Vulcan, 
with subsequent rain damage to 
plaster, furniture and other con¬ 
tents. 

Adding to the trial of farmers 
this spring are reports of fairly 
heavy cutworm damage in several 
parts of the district.

Some Hail Damage 


Ernest G. Hansell, Vulcan’s 
veteran Social Credit Member of 
Pafllamenl for Meclcod consti¬ 
tuency, was re-elected by a large 
majority for the sixth consecutive 
time in Monday’s Vfederal election 
which saw the Progressive-Con¬ 
servative party, In a somewhat 
unexpected show of strength, get 
110 seats in the 265 seat House of 
Commons. The Conservatives are 
expected to form the next govern¬ 
ment. 

In official figures for Macleod 
riding, with only one sub-poll still 
to be heard from, Mr. Hansell re¬ 
ceived 8,355 of a total of 19,053 
votes cast. There were 25,110 eligi¬ 
ble voters in the constituency. 

Dr. Lawrence Kindt of High 
River, Progressive - Conservative 
candidate, polled 5,042 votes, while 
Dr. Gordon Burton of Claresholm, 
Liberal candidate, received 4,665 
votes. Jack Griffin of Fort Mac¬ 
leod, C.C.F. candidate, received 
1,026 votes and was the only can¬ 
didate to lose his deposit. 

In the 1953 general election, Mr. 
Hansell more than doubled the 
vote for an> of his opponents, all 
of whom lost their deposits. 
Figures in 1953 were Hansell 
• S.C.) 8,685, McIntyre (Lib.) 4,298, 
Cooper (Prog.-Cons.), 3,685, How¬ 
ard (CCF) 721, Patera (Labor) 620. 

Mr. Hansell has been the Com¬ 
mons member for this riding since 
1935 and is considered to be the 
deputy-leader of the Social Credit 
group in parliament. He is 62 
years of age and is English by 
birth. Educated at the Bible In¬ 
stitute of Los Angeles and the 
Southern Divinity School of Dal¬ 
las, Texas, Mr. Hansell was minis¬ 
ter of the Vitlean Church of Christ 
before being elected to parliament. 
He is president of the National 
Social Credit Association of Can¬ 
ada and this month was awarded 
an honorary deetorate degree by 
the Alberta Bible College.
